FARM and woodland at the 
centre of a major new housing 
development should be pre¬ 
served - and even turned into a 
tourist attraction. 

That was the vision shared by 
residents who went along to a 
community workshop at the week¬ 
end. It was organised by Bidwells 
on behalf of developers who want 
to build 2,500 homes over the next 
10 years on land to the north east 
of Haverhill. 

Great Wilsey Farm forms part of the land 
already zoned for development in the St 
Edmundsbury Local Plan and includes a 
listed ancient moat. 

Cllr Anne Gower, a member of Haverhill 
Town Council and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, was pleased at the num¬ 
ber of people who went along on Saturday 
to share their ideas. 

She said: “It was a good meeting with lots 
of people coming up with the same ideas 
but in slightly different ways or areas. 

“There was a mention of parkland and a 
town farm type project, but obviously this 
is all very much in the early stages and 
there will need to be more consultation 
and the whole planning process to be gone 
through.

Parents’ pledge to fight school bus cuts 


AN ACTION group has vowed 
to fight plans to cut or remove 
subsidised school transport. 

Angry parents met in Bury 
St Edmunds last week to form 
the group, Parents Against 
Public Transport Cuts. 

Chairman Ria Crosbie said 
the group wanted to hear 
from affected parents in 
Haverhill and Clare. 

Parents currently pay 
around £400 a year for their 
children’s transport, but that 
could be set to rise to £1,000 a 
child. 

Mrs Crosbie said: “It is just 


not affordable and a lot of 
parents are going to have to 
move their children to other 
schools. 

“There are currently five 
double decker buses a day 
going from Sudbury, which is 
around 400 children, and at 
least one bus a day from 
Haverhill. 

“St Benedict’s Roman Cath¬ 
olic upper school (in Bury St 
Edmunds) is our local catch¬ 
ment area Catholic school 
and they are saying we should 
forgo the faith side of our 
children’s education and send 


them to a state school. 

“Some will choose not to 
send their children to the 
school they are currently 
attending purely because of 
money, and that seems a 
shame in this day and age.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 
council is facing an unprec¬ 
edented challenge in terms of 
the financial savings that 
need to be made over the 
next four years. 

“We have therefore had to 
look at all aspects of our 
spending, including home- 


to-school transport. 

“We have recently begun a 
consultation on changes to 
our home-to-school transport 
arrangements which are open 
for comment until March 25. 
A final decision will be made 
in May. We wifi be taking all 
the views into account before 
any decision is taken.” 

The action group wants to 
hear from parents about how 
much extra they are expected 
to pay and whether they plan 
to take their children out of 
school.

“The days of county councils running 
public services as they always have are on 
the way out. We’re looking for new and 
creative ways of running Suffolk’s 
libraries, which nowadays serves a much 
broader function than they used to, and 
we need the help of Suffolk people. I’m 
urging everyone to let us know if you 
think there is a way to run your local 
library in a different and more cost- 
effective way. 

“I want people to know that this is 
about securing the future of our libraries. 
We’re just looking for the right way to do 
it.”

park hand-over 


CIVIC leaders have hit out at 
Suffolk County Council’s 
plans to withdraw funding 
for a popular country park. 

Keith Haisman, chairman of 
Clare Parish Council, said he felt 
“totally let down” by the local 
authority’s decision to axe funding 
for all its parks from April 1, 
including the Clare Country Park, 
saying it was an “abdication of 
responsibility”. 

The move will save £360,000 a 
year and is part of its widespread 
divestment policy, where public 
facilities or amenities are passed to 
other groups or organisations. 

Mr Haisman told the Weekly 
News the decision was rushed, 
short-sighted and failed to ack¬ 
nowledge the park’s central imp-

ortance to the town’s local eco¬ 
nomy, recreation and heritage. 

He said: “Clare Country Park isn’t 
some remote rural estate - it is right 
in the middle of the town. It’s where 
children go to play, people walk 
their dogs and attracts many 
visitors who spend money in the 
town’s shops. 

“It costs about £80,000 to run 
each year and that is before you 
count the expenditure needed to 
maintain the ranger’s house, four 
bridges and a visitor centre. 

“It also has a river running 
through it and a lake, so any group 
taking over its operation will face 
some big challenges, particularly in 


terms of safety, liability and insur¬ 
ance. 

“The county council has comp¬ 
letely failed to engage with us and 
communication has been very 
poor.” 

If no operator steps forward to 
run the park by September, it could 
be mothballed. Exactly how this 
will be done is unclear, says Mr 
Haisman, who will put his con¬ 
cerns to a council scrutiny comm¬ 
ittee on Wednesday. 

On a charity taking over the park, 
he added: “I don’t think a group like 
the National Trust would be 
interested. The vast majority of the 
land is covered by covenants which 
guarantee public access to the 
park. You can’t just stop people 
going there.”

“We looked at access 
points, community pro¬ 
vision, where the houses 
should go, density levels, 
topography, cycle routes, 
pathways, offices and 
discussed the impact on 
the town and schools 
and jobs.” 


One of those attending 
the session, resident 
Chris Cullum, said many 
people wanted to see 
houses built around 
Great Wilsey Farm and 
not towards Calford 
Green. 

He said: “A lot of 
people wanted to see the 


farm preserved and 
something done with it 
and the woodland, to 
perhaps create some¬ 
thing along the lines of 
the East Town Park. 

“They are talking 
about a screen of trees 
along the ridgeline so 
that the new develop¬ 


ment would be screened 
from Kedington and cut 
out some of the light 
from the new houses.”

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Council chief under 
fire over free trips 
and ‘life coaching’

A COUNCIL boss making 
£42 million in cuts has 
come under fire for spend¬ 
ing more than £14,000 on a 
“life coach” and accepting 
free trips to the United 
States from a company with 
a controversial multi-mill¬ 
ion pound council contract. 

Andrea Hill, 46, chief executive 
of Suffolk County Council, is one 
of the country’s highest paid 
council chiefs. 

There was controversy over her 
salary of nearly £220,000 - £70,000 
more than her predecessor - when 
she was appointed three years ago. 

Mrs Hill, who worked at Cam¬ 
bridge City Council between 1994 
and 1999 where she was assistant 
chief executive, is paid more than 
the Prime Minister. 

Among the cuts being made by 
her council is the closure, in May, 
of the Newmarket household 
waste recycling site which has led 
to protests from residents.

request revealed that Mrs Hill 
spent £14,188 of taxpayers’ money 
to a “professional coach” who 
charges more than £500 an hour. 

In a new revelation highlighted 
by a national newspaper it is 
reported she also had two week- 
long visits to the United States 
paid for by BT. 

The council is in a partnership 
with BT and Mid-Suffolk District 
Council to operate Customer 
Services Direct, an organisation 
which was set up to handle bill 


payments to the councils and 
provide information about ser¬ 
vices. 

The cost of the organisation has 
risen from £300 million over 10 
years to £427 million. 

A spokeswoman for TaxPayers’ 
Alliance said: “It is crucial that 
those spending taxpayers’ money 
choose the contracts that give the 
best value - not the ones that give 
the best perks.” 

Cllr Bill Burch, former mayor of 
Newmarket, said: “I think it’s bad 
for someone who needs an adviser 
to tell her how to do her job to tell 
us we’ve got to close our waste tip. 
If they gave half her salary they 
could keep the tip open.” 

Sally Marlow, the county coun¬ 
cil’s head of HR, said: “Andrea Hill 
is responsible for a programme of 
significant change and delivering 
£125 million of savings over the 
next four years. 

“The chief executive receives 
personal development to support 
her in her role. 

“The amount spent on this 
personal development has been 
over a three-year period and is in 
line with training normally 
provided to senior officers.” 
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Family’s highland walk

THE family of a teenager 
who died from bone can¬ 
cer just before Christmas 
are putting on their walk¬ 
ing boots for a walk 
through the Scottish 
Highlands in her memory. 

Shirley and Mic Gower, of 
Arrendene Road, Haverhill, their 
daughter Isabelle, 12, and seven 
other family and friends will 
walk the 96-mile West Highland 
Way from Glasgow to Fort 
William over seven days from 
May 21. 

lessica Gower was just 14 
years old when she died on 
December 8 from osteosarcoma, 
the most common form of 
primary bone cancer. Her family 
hope to raise at least £3,000 for 
the Bone Cancer Research Trust, 
in the hope of one day 
preventing others suffering as 
she did. 

Mr Gower said: “We had 
booked up to do the walk 15 
years ago, but Shirley found out 
she was pregnant with lessica so 
it was postponed. We always said 
we would go back and do it with 
the girls, so we decided to do it 
in Jess’s memory.

“There is very little money 
around for research into 
primary bone cancer because it 
affects such a small number of 
people. However, it mainly 
affects children and young 
people between the ages of 10- 
20, with around 400 children 
diagnosed each year in the UK. 
It is a devastating disease and 
tragic for all concerned.” 

Jessica’s illness began when 
she was 13 with a pain in her 
hip, which at first was put down 
to growing pains, but later a 
tumour was discovered. Jessica 
immediately began treatment, 
including a hip replacement, 
gruelling chemotherapy and 
finally radiotherapy. 

Mrs Gower said: “Jess was a 
beautiful girl who was full of life. 

“She was positive, funny, 
clever and kind. We are all 
devastated at having to face the 
future without her. Jess was 
remarkable throughout her 
illness. She endured very high 
doses of intense chemotherapy. 

“She was determined to keep 
fighting and she never 
complained. Her strength and 
courage amazed us all. We 
managed to have a fantastic 
summer last year. We celebrated 
Jess’s birthday with tea at the 
Ritz and had a wonderful family 
holiday in Italy. 

“We would like to thank all of 
our family and friends who have 
supported us through this 
difficult time. In particular we 
would like to thank the staff on 
Ward C2 and the Paediatric Day 
Unit at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
and the Suffolk community 
nursing team for everything 
they have done for our family. 

“The walk has given us a focus 
and we are really proud of Issy 
for taking part. Not all 12-year- 
olds would want to walk 20 
miles in a day, but she wants to 
do it for her sister.” 

Shirley thanked her former 
colleagues at Kerry Foods for

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Amnesty nets 100 
knives from town 


MORE than 100 knives 
or sharp objects have 
been handed in at 
Haverhill during a 
police campaign. 

Suffolk Police have

Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said: “It is very pleasing to 
have so many knives taken 
out of circulation in the 
county so far. By returning 
the knives to their raw 
materials and recycling them, 
they could be used for 
something more productive 
in the future. 

“People living and working 
in Haverhill have taken their 


opportunity to support the 
amnesty and make it 
unacceptable to carry a knife, 
and items can still be 
deposited in the bins at these 
stations during March.” 

Every month the deposited 
knives will be taken to 
Sackers Recycling in Great 
Blakenham where they will 
be tipped into their metal 
shredder and disposed of. 

David Dodds, joint 
managing director, said: 
“Sackers Recycling supported 
the previous knife amnesty in 
Sudbury and I am very 


pleased to again be able to 
offer this service to Suffolk 
Constabulary free of charge. 

“From the negative we can 
make a positive - by recycling 
the components of the knives 
they become useful and can 
be used again.” 

A number of other 
initiatives are planned to run 
alongside the knife amnesty 
this year, including knife 
crime patrols and a 
community TV commercial 
raising awareness of the 
possible outcomes of 
carrying a knife.

“The management team has a 
clear understanding of the 
priorities for development, 
ensuring the setting has a strong 
capacity to maintain continuous 
improvement.” 

Areas which could be improved 
include effective and consistent 
use of observations in order to 
plan for children’s next steps, a 
review of staff deployment in the 


outdoor area to ensure children 
make full use of all the amenities 
and ensuring staff have an up-to- 
date understanding of the new 
policies and procedures to 
implement them appropriately.

Beware bogus claims on organic foods 


BOGUS claims that food 
is organic or handmade 
are being made by 
establishments across 
East Anglia, according to 
a recent survey. 

Suffolk Trading Stan¬ 
dards carried out a survey 
which revealed that 
businesses were mis¬ 
leading customers with 


‘locally sourced’, ‘hand¬ 
made’ and ‘organic’ food. 

As part of a larger 
national survey, they 
visited village stores, 
garden centre cafes, hotel 
restaurants, pubs, farm 
shops and delicatessens 
to assess claims made. 

Officers looked into 180 
individual claims and 


scrutinised menus and 
invoices, with 31 of the 
180 found to be false. 

They found a freezer 
full of ‘homemade’ pies 
sourced from a national 
wholesaler which were 
re-labelled. 

County councillor Col¬ 
in Spence, portfolio 
holder for public prot¬ 


ection, said: “When 
people are prepared to 
pay more for local, free 
range and handmade 
products it amounts to 
food fraud when they 
don’t get what they are 
paying for.”

T wo high-profile 
Cambridge tech 
businesses are 

spearheading the foundation of 
a new world-class Cambridge 
Computing History Museum. 

As reported in last week’s Weekly 
News, Red Gate Software and ARM 
have both donated substantial funding 
for the project. 

The Centre for Computing History 
was started in Haverhill in 2006 to 
explore the impact and tell the story of 
the Information Age. The plan is to 
relocate the museum to Cambridge, in 
the city where so much of this story has 
unfolded. 

The search is on for a building to 
house this internationally significant 
collection of vintage computers, 
artefacts, memorabilia, and associated 
documents. 

With over 12,000 items, including 
historic machines like the Altair 8800 - 
the first home computer - the Sinclair 
Spectrum, Commodore 64 and the 
Acorn Atom, space is an issue. The 
museum needs around 10,000 sq ft of 
rented accommodation, within 
walking distance of the city centre, to 
showcase the collection and provide 
storage. 

The plan is to create a permanent, 
purpose-built museum. 

ARM is providing temporary storage 
for the collection, a fraction of which is 
displayed at a temporary site in 
Haverhill. 

Cambridge is the natural home for 
the Centre for Computing History in 
the UK. Charles Babbage, widely 


regarded as the father of computing, 
read Mathematics at Trinity College. 

The city also generated Acorn 
Computers, developer of the BBC 
Micro, and Sinclair Research, creator of 
the famous ZX81 and ZX Spectrum 
computers. 

lason Fitzpatrick, chairman of the 
museum trustees, said: “The centre 
stands poised at a definitive moment. 
There are still hurdles to overcome, 
much to do and more money to raise 
but relocating this museum is fast 
becoming a reality. 


“Organisations have a unique 
opportunity to make an enduring 
contribution to computing history and 
play a key role in shaping the 
museum’s future.” 

Neil Davidson, jointchief executive 
of Red Gate said: “I, and many people 
at Red Gate, have an enormous 
personal debt to the UK computer 
industry of the 1980s. We cut our teeth 
on BBC Micros and Sinclair Spectrums: 
they made us who we are.” 

Entrepreneur and co-founder of 
Acorn Computers, Dr Hermann 


Hauser, said: “It would be wonderful if 
a computer museum was opened in 
Cambridge to celebrate the many 
historic milestones Cambridge 
University and local companies have 
contributed to.” 

Mr Fitzpatrick said: “The story of the 
Information Age is inspirational. It is 
still waiting to be told in this country. 

“Cambridge played an integral role 
in that story. If we can turn our vision 
into reality, the Centre for Computing 
History will be another gift from 
Cambridge to the whole world.”

MORE than £1,000 was 
raised from online 
donations in a few hours 
towards the cost of a new 
computer museum. 

A fundraising campaign 
was launched on Twitter to 
help raise capital for the 
Centre for Computing 
History to move from its 
current base in Haverhill to 
Cambridge.

Jason Fitzpatrick, 
chairman of the trustees 
for the computer centre, 
said: "Our groundbreaking, 
grand ambition of 
establishing a computing 
history museum in 
Cambridge is looking more 
and more achievable 
every day. 

“This social networking 
campaign has already 
raised over £1,000 in a 
matter of hours, so could it 
really be possible for an 
online virtual community 
to play a direct part in 
creating a real life 
computer museum?”

Dramatic fall 
In rural crime

RURAL crime has 
dropped in an area 
which had suffered 
from high levels of 
burglaries from sheds 
and out buildings. 

The latest crime stat¬ 
istics reveal a 31 per cent 
decrease in burglaries in 
the Rural South area of St 
Edmundsbury, with 45 
fewer victims up to the 
end of February this year, 
compared to the same 
period in 2009/2010. 

The area had seen a 
particular problem with 
burglaries of items such as 
lawnmowers and power 
tools from sheds, garages 
and outhouses on farms 
and rural properties since 
late 2009. 

But there has been a 
dramatic fall in crime 
following work of the St 
Edmundsbury Rural South 
Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT). 

A recent survey revealed 
victims of crime in the 
district were satisfied with

police action, although 
only nine replies were 
received from 45 residents 
it was delivered to. 

It showed 87.5 per cent 
of residents surveyed who 
reported a crime to police 
were “very or fairly 
satisfied” with how the 
crime was handled. 

A third of respondents 
felt their rural location has 
no effect on the service 
they receive from police. 

Some responses even 


noted a positive effect 
noting “local community 
police make themselves 
visible” and there was now 
a “noticeable police pres¬ 
ence”. 

And 62.5 per cent stated 
that they felt very or fairly 
safe in the area. 

Sgt Kevin Horton said: 
“It is disappointing we’ve 
only had nine responses to 
the survey at the moment. 
However, it captures a 
small glimpse that victims 
of crime feel the police 
response has been very 
effective. 

“The reduction in crime 
is excellent news for 
residents and business 
owners in the area. 

“There was a very 
noticeable increase in 
burglaries of outbuildings 
and sheds in late 2009 and 
early 2010, but due to the 
hard work of SNT officers, 
crime reduction officers 
and neighboring police 
teams, a clear message has 
been sent to offenders that 
crime will not be tolerated. 

“This sort of crime is 
now no more prevalent 
than in any neighbouring 
area.”

“I love watching telly. Feet up with a 
cuppa, watching Bargain Hunt. Paradise. 

But something came between me and my 
telly. They call it ‘the digital TV switchover’. 
It’s when the analogue signal is turned 
off and you start to lose your TV channels, 
unless you’re ready. It comes to this area 
soon and will affect every TV in your home 
that isn’t ready for switchover. No point 
stickingyourhead in the sand hoping it 
will go away. It needs sorting. 

Help is at hand 

As it turned out, there was no need for me 
to fret. I discovered that everyone 75 and 
over or eligible disabled was entitled to 
help switching one of their TVs to digital. 

I didn’t even have to ask. An information 
pack from the Switchover Help Scheme 
just turned up one morning in the post. 

It’s run by the BBC. For £40 they will 
arrange for an approved installer to 
supply and install everything. If you’re 
eligible and also on certain income- 
related benefits you don’t pay a penny. 
There are also other digital options to 
choose from, but they may cost a bit more.

Well, they didn’t have to tell me twice. 

I rang up the freephone number and got 
the help I was entitled to. The lady at the 
Help Scheme arranged for someone to 
come round and a very nice fella called 


Alan came and 
set everything up 
forme.

He explained 
that there were 
no hidden costs 
either. In fact 
the only surprise 
I got was when 
Alan showed 
me all the extra 
TV channels I 
could watch for 
free. When he

Although she already 
had digital on her living room telly, she 
was still entitled to help switching 
one TV, so he sorted out the TV in her 
bedroom which she watches a lot.

COMPUTER-animated heroes 
come in all shapes and sizes. 

A tiny clownfish called Nemo, a 
weedy Viking boy called Hiccup 
and a flatulent green ogre called 
Shrek overcame the odds to 
become unlikely masters of their 
destiny. The underlying 
message of these films is clear: 
all creatures can achieve 
greatness with hard work, 
courage and good luck. 

Director Gore Verbinski lassos 
this heart-warming sentiment 
and corrals it to the Wild West 
for a rootin’ tootin’ adventure in 
the company of a comic 
chameleon. 

Rango is an amusing romp and 
John Logan’s script is peppered 
with earthy one-liners that 
should have parents and 
teenagers chuckling. 

However, families who are 
prospecting for box office gold 
should beware: Verbinski’s film 
doesn’t cater for young viewers. 
There’s no slapstick, almost no 
cuddly critters and the tone is 
rather dark, whether it be an 
armadillo called Roadkill (voiced 
by Alfred Molina), whose middle 
section is squished by a tyre on 


the highway, or the image of 
several varmints with nooses 
around their necks, preparing to 
fall from the gallows. 

A lonely chameleon (voiced by 
Johnny Depp) is stranded in the 
Mojave Desert, where he meets 
a desert iguana called Beans 
(Isla Fisher). She takes him to 
the town of Dirt, which is on the 
brink of collapse because the 
water supply is running low. 
Wandering into the saloon, the 
chameleon re-christens himself 
Rango and pretends to be a 
famous gunslinger. 

The townsfolk are thrilled to 
have found themselves a hero 
and Rango becomes the town 
sheriff, who must protect the 
locals from predators including 


Rattlesnake Jake (Bill Nighy). 

A mouse called Priscilla (Abigail 
Breslin) believes that Rango will 
find water and save the 
community from extinction. 
Rango is a feast for the eyes. 
The animation is immaculate, 
down to tiny details such as the 
way the characters’ fur moves in 
the desert wind or the glint of 
tears in their eyes. 

Set pieces are breathlessly 
orchestrated including an 
opening sequence on the 
highway that sees the hero 
ricochet at breakneck speed 
between moving vehicles. 

Depp plies his usual verbal 
schtick as the insecure lizard 
and co-stars deliver lively vocal 
performances.

Clever plotting gets results 


G ood organisation is 

crucial in any vegetable 
plot - as well as a great 
memory if you haven’t enough 
labels to hand when you first 
plant out your veg. 

Planting the same crop in the same 
place year after year can be a recipe 
for disaster, as the same nutrients are 
sucked up and pests and diseases 
pertinent to that crop may still be 
around. 

So crop rotation, an extremely old 
system invented by farmers to 
control pests and diseases before the 
days of pesticides, is a good way to 
maintain good soil hygiene and keep 
it more evenly balanced, with the 
addition of lots of organic matter 
where it is needed, of course. 

The traditional method is to divide 
the ground into three or four plots or 
beds then move groups of vegetables 
with similar needs from one bed to 
the next annually. 

By grouping the greedy feeders 
together in one area you can 
maximise its value, perhaps as it may 
be necessary to manure only that one 
area per year. Then the plot you add 
organic matter to is changed each 
year so that the whole garden is 
manured every three years. 

The three main groups are legumes 
(peas, beans, spinach, Swiss chard, 
sweetcorn), brassicas (the cabbage 
family, sprouting broccoli, 
cauliflower, kale, swede, turnip,

Brussels sprouts) and root crops 
(carrots, celeriac, beetroot, garlic, 
courgette, parsnip, tomato, onion and 
shallot), with potatoes in a fourth 
bed. Permanent crops such as 
asparagus and rhubarb can be grown 
in a plot which is not rotated. 

Fit in salad leaves wherever there 
is space, which is often in the gaps 
between rows of bigger, slower crops, 
and try to be organised enough to 
sow lettuces every couple of weeks in 
summer or you’ll end up with a glut 
of lettuces one week and none the 
next. 

If you have a small garden and 
only room for a few vegetables, 
simply don’t grow an individual crop 
or a particular group in the same 
place for two consecutive years. 

Organisation is key. Draw a plan of 
your plot and mark up what you want 
to grow, how long the crop is likely 
to occupy the ground and how much 
space it will take up, along with what 
you want to follow it with. It’s a tall 
order to be that organised, but it will 
stop you ordering far too many seeds 


and plants which you won’t have 
room to grow. 

Some crops occupy the ground for 
most of the year, such as sprouting 
broccoli, winter cauliflower and 
Brussels sprouts. Others are fast 
growing, such as radishes, salad 
leaves and spinach, which can utilise 
space in between slow-growing 
crops. 

Some crops are sown in spring and 
harvested by midsummer, giving you 
space to grow something else. If your 
early potatoes are dug up in June, the 
space they leave could be taken up 
with frost-tender vegetables such as 
French beans and courgettes. 

Crops such as broad beans, which 
are over by mid or late summer, can 
be followed by spring cabbage or 
quick-growing salad crops which will 
last to the autumn if they are 
protected with horticultural fleece. 

Some gardeners believe that 
certain vegetables grow better 
planted next to particular neighbours. 
Good companions for beetroot, for 
instance, include cabbage, green 
beans and onions, but don’t put them 
with tomatoes or asparagus. 

Onions are good plant partners to 
carrots, leeks, lettuce, parsnips and 
tomatoes, but may not do well 
planted with green beans and peas. 

Whatever space you have, crop 
rotation and forward planning will 
help you make the most of your plot 
and reap huge rewards on the dinner 
table.
